Apparently, Jones County 
no different than most 
counties across Texas in that 
the county jail will not meet 
the new Texas Jail Stan­ 
dards. 
The county commissioners 
have hired an architect firm 
to make a study of the present 
jail and to make recommen­ 
dations to meet the new' jail 
standards. 
Broussard and Rower of 
Abilene were to meet with 
county commissioners this 
week to go over the needs and 
to make recommendations. 
The present jail was built in 
1942 and was considered one 
of the best in the area at the 
time. Now, under the new 
standards, it is deficient in 
several major instances. 
The county has $85,000 in its 
permanent 
improvement 


fund but it is not known if this 
will be sufficient for the work. 
“We may have to take some 
money out of the general 
fund,” County Judge Leon 
Thurman said last week. 
Present thinking is to build 
an addition to the present jail. 
Just how large this will be 
will depend upon what other 
action is taken. 
Major complaints about the 
jail is that the cells are too 
small, the women’* and the 
juvenile cells are not isolated 
from the others and the 
kitchen and office spaces are 
im# adequate 
In addition, the jail is not 
air conditioned and the 
standards call for tem­ 
peratures to range from 65 to 
B5 degrees. A new rear exit 
mist be constructed and an 
innercom system installed so 


that prisoners can com­ 
municate with the office at all 
times. 
In an interview with Roy 
Craig, Stamford American 
publisher, Sheriff Woodrow 
Simmons said regulations 
call for 40-inch corridors in 
the cell area and those In the 
Jones County jail are just 36 
inches. “We think we can get 
a variance here and not have 
to make any changes,’’ he 
said. 
“Our kitchen is too small 
and our equipment does not 
meet standards. We must 
have stainless steel and we 
mist use a cook or cooks wuo 
have health certificates.” 
The sheriff explained th**, 
prisoners are used as cooks 
and sometimes there might 
be as many as three or four 
different cooks-in a week. 


“It appears our best bet is 
going to be to hire a cook to 
prepare breakfast and lunch 
and sandwiches for the 
evening meal. We must serve 
three meals a day under the 
new standards.*’ 
The sheriff also said ap­ 
parently there will have to be 
a deputy on duty at all times 
to man the radio and to be 
available to answer calls 
from the prisoners. 
At

quarters are provided in the 
jail for the jailer. These could 
be used for the women’s and 
juvenile wards and the jailer 
provided housing elsewhere, 
the sheriff said. 
Present capacity of the 
jail is 46 but if cell space were 
to be increased to comply

their terminology changing con­ 
stantly. 
And the more professional they 
are, the harder they are to un­ 
derstand. 
We feel sure that as long as they 
are 
com m unicating 
among 
themselves it is no problem but 
their number one role in their 
profession is to communicate with 
the rest of us. 
One of the hardest jobs we have 
is to convert their news stories or 
news releases into something that 
we can understand and explain to 
the general public. 
All professions seem to have 
their own In-house language, but 
educators, especially, need to leave 
this language at their workshops 
and in-service training sessions 
and talk to the rest of us a language 
that we can understand. That or 
supply us with an up-to-date dic­ 
tionary of the educators' language. 


We used to think that the ex­ 
ceptional child was the one with a 
high IQ or with exceptional talents. 
But then one day we found that the 
educators referred to 
the ex­ 
ceptional child as anyone different 
than the normal, average student, 
whether their IQ was exceptionally 
high or low. Now this may not 
create much of a problem for them 
but it confuses the heck out of the 
rest of us.
